Thus they lived orderly , and when dead 
they were difpofed of foabout the Temple,, 
that the Young and hopeful might fee the end 
of all, and have always before their eyes the 
objefts of frailty and mortality: their burials 
were plain , the Corps being onely wrapped 
in red cloth, and crowned with Olive ; their 
mourning was fhort, twelve days, and all in a 
decent mean between Superftition and Pro* 
phanefs. 

Thus the great Law -giver provided for his 
Spartans all things neceffary and all things con¬ 
venient , and eftablilhed his exaft Republike

Accoutrements, his rich Treaiury,his gawdy 
Wardrobe and Clofet, he let fell fuch grave 
Speeches as difeovered to the wife the mean- 
nefs of Cmfus his minde, and the greatneffe of 
his own : And being asked by the faid King, 
whether he knew any happier than himfclfi 

fwered, 
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anfwered, he did, one Tell us an Athenian, who 
lived honeftly, bred up his childen handfom, 
ly, and died honourably for his Countrey and 
himfelf. The incenfed King amazed, and de* 
manding who elfe > he faid, Cleobis and Bk io, 
two brothers , as loving to each other as re* 
(peftful of their Mother; who when the Oxen 
came not time enough, drew her Coach to 
Juno's Temple ; and there having facrificed 
and feafted,in themidftof their honour &pl«. 
fure,died fodainly and peaceably in their beds, 
The angry Prince replying in paflion > wlw, 
am l in no order of the blejf'd? The wife mannei- 
- ther flattereth nor incenfeth, but mildly in* 
ftrufts him, That a mean vpm the, beft eft ate $ anl 
confidering the revolutions of things here below, 
none in the mrld was happy, but be that isgoi jg. 
out of it ; Death ovely that ends our life, begin -1 
nitwour blifs. Wherewith Cratfus was rather A 
offended than amended : Infomuchthat JEM 
being prefent, told Solon, he muft either fo® 
bear Coiirts,or pleafe Princes; who repIyeM 
That we muft either forbear their Courts , orhM 
faithfully with their perfons. And Solon wasdifl 
milled both in difpleafureand contempt, until* 
Crafus being taken by Cyrus, with his City, 
and now ready to be burned , cryed, O Solon, 
Solon land Cyrus enquiring whether Solon was 
a god orman, he told him his whollbm itiftrti- 
ftion of the vanity of all temporary happinefe 
(which was an opinion rather than reality ) to 
him, when he fait for him, to flatter, rather 
thaninitruft him, together with his cautious 
concerning a good end, which now too late 

lie 
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jherecollefted: whereupon Cyrus much wifer 
than Croefus , pittying him, fpared and ho¬ 
nored him,to Solons great renown, who had 
the happinefs to fave the reputation of one of 
thefe Kings, and the life of the other 5 the 
one owing to him that he was wifer, and the 
other that he lived longer. 

But the wife mans abfence having weaken* 
ed his Laws, and giving way to Faftions ma¬ 
naged by Pijiftratus in the Mountains,to whom 
joyning the Handicrafcs*meii by Megocles in 
the Sea-Coafts,and by Lycurgm in the Vallies* 
who otherwife difagreeing, were unanimous 
for the alteration of Government , on the 
mines whereof each party thought to raifeit 
felf; Solon returns, and his Age not allowing 
him to/peak and aft in full Affemblies, as for¬ 
merly, he alfayed privately to fatisfieiind ac¬ 
commodate the heads of the Faftion fecrec- 
!y, they diflembling their ambition and tur- 
bnlency , and he his obfervation of it 5 and 
brought them to fair terms, cfpecially Pifi - 
fir am, who (he always faid) were it not for 
wbition , was an excellent Citizen 5 the 
old man allowing himfelf the paftimes of 
hearingTragedies,beingwiHingto learn to his 
dying day 5 and blaming Theflius for lying iti 
jeft,left others fhould do it in earned. PifU 
pains his ambition breaks forth,for he comes 
fuddainly to the Market-place all bloody pre¬ 
tending he was wounded for his integrity to 
the Commonwealth 5 gathereth the City to 
him, fets the amazed multitude in an uprdare, 
wild upon his fair pretence and Authority,

Satyres, anfwering his friends that asked' 
what,he trufted to, that fpake fo boldly in the 
Tyrants ears, That he milled to his Age: 
lintill PiftjtraHts treated him to an approbi- 
tion of moft of his aftions , and a part inhii 
L.ouncels, obeying his Laws himfelf, andcn- 
joynmg the obfervation of them toothenip 
info much that he himfelfanfwered modellly K' 
at the Areofagtits Bar, toons of them,where i 
he pleaded his innocence againft the charge, ; 
rather then his power againft the Law, which : 

he rather competed with a fupply ofhis ! 
own,than abrogated; emitting by Salons advice ? 
a charitable provifion for maimed fouldiers, f. 
and a juft one againft Idleneft, the burden ; 
and the trouble of Athens, for the improve, 
5 ., the Countrey and quiet of the City; , 
and Solon returning from the Prattical Go. 1 
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fernment of one Commonwealth, to the

vernment as eminent for his noble employ¬ 
ment,and eloquence in maintenance of Juftice, 
as for his Eftate courteoufly laid out in a&sof 
Charity; and iitice the revolt, as famous for 
his refolution in the aflertion of the publike 
liberty, as for both: for when Superbus had 
by wantonneft and Tyranny, efpecially in that 
unworthy inftanee of Lttcretia , rendrednot 

onely 
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only his own perIori,but his Government odi¬ 
ous, and the people under Brutus refolved ati 
alteration 5 he countenanced them with his 
authority, which his Juftice had made confi- 
derable in the Senate, and his liberality in the 
City; and though Brutus and Collating were 
preferred before in the Government, as left 
related to, and more exafpei ated by the Kings 
then himfelf, fo far to his difeontenr,that the 
people fhould miftruft him,that he retired un¬ 
til! the Confuls and the Senate thought fit to 
allure themfelves of him and others by an 
Oath, he took that Oath before all othOrs, 
tothegreatfatisfaftionof the jealous Senate, 
and fettlement of the diftrafted City; and 
more then that, when Tarquins Embafladors 
had leave of the Confuls to infinuate their 
Mailers promiles to the unlettled 8c unrelol - 
ij ved people, Valerius withftood it 5 and when 
I they, under pretence of refigning the King- 
l dom,and recovering their Mailers Eftates,cor¬ 
rupted the two Noble families of the Vitelli - 
<w/and Aquilians , and tied five Senators of 
thofehoufesto them by difparaging Brutus , 
by great promifes and a ftrift Oath, fent fup- 
plies to c Iarquin r> concluded how to murder 
the Confuls, and to reftore the King at the 
Aquiliatis Houfe : Valerius having feconded 
Minutius his fpeech, That the Tyrants goods 
fhould rather be in their hands to make War 
againft him, then in his to make War againft 
them; and being advifed by one Vindiciusj who 
hid over-heard 8c obferved their Treafonable 
words and aftions, and durft no more con¬

it irtto Ldcedernomafatcechmg the E phori that 
they would fend all the Gold and Silver out of ’ 
■Sparta^ as a plague, provocation , and wicked 
bait, to make them do evil; declaring unto 
diem, that they ftiould ufe no other Money, 
bttf their own hhely. Whereupon they refer¬ 
red all to the wifdom and determination of 
the Councel 5 the which firft of all coming 
from the fire red-hot, was quenched with Vi- 
negar, to the end they fliould be forged no 
more, nor imployed unto any other ufe: For 
i it was fo eager and brittle by means of this 
temper, that they could no more convert it 
to any other purpofe; and bcfidei it was hea¬ 
vy and nnharidfome to remove, confidering 
that a great he*p and quantity of it, was blit 
! offmall value. And itfeemeth they did ufe 

of 
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ted with aninfe&ion of the whole, when itfal- 
leth out ill , than that the parts corrupted 
fhotiki draw the whole to corruption. For to 
the contrary , the faults of a part deftroyed, 
which might be prejudicial unto the whole, 
are oftentimes redrefled and correfted by the 
other parts whole and entire. But they that 
took this refolution in their Councel at that 
time, to have Money in the Commonwealth, 
made fear of ptinifliment, and of the Law, to 
be the outward watchmen of Citizens houfes, 

| to keep that no Money fhouid come into 
| themi But all this while they made no in-* 

I ward provifion , to keep the entry of their 
foules from all paflion and greedy defires of 
Money : but to the contrary, they made them 
all to have a covetous delire to be rich, as if it 
were a great and honourable thing. And 
moreover Lyfander caufed a Statue of Braffe 
to be made like himfelf, of the fpoyl he had 
gotten of the Enemies, to fet it up in the Ci¬ 
ty ofVelpbes , and for every private Captain 
of the Galleys in like cafe, and the two Stars 
of Cajior and Pollux in Gold befides, which va« 
nilhed away a little before the battel of Leu* 
^re/, and no man knew what became of them. 
Again, in the Chamber of the Treafury of 
Brafid.u , and of the Acantbians , there was 
alfo a Galley made of Gold and Ivory, of two 
cubits long, which Cyrus fent unto him after 
the viftory he had won by Sea of the ^tbc* 
nians . 

The Samiansby publick Decree ordained, 
that the Feafts of Juno , which were called in 
T their 
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their City Her#*, fhould be called 
Lyfander had ever one Chxrilus a Spartan^ 
et about him, to write and fee forth all his do, 
ings in verfe. Another Poet called ^mik 
cbus, one day made certain verfes in his praift. 
which ple^fed him fo well, tha- he gave hn 
his hatfuil of filver. There were two other 
Poets , Antimacbus a Colophonian , and B 
stratus born at Heraclea , which did both 
write Verfes to honour him, driving whether 
of them fhould do beft. Ly fancier judged 
the Crown and Viftory unto Niceratut) 
wherewith Antimacbus was fo angry , that he 
razed out all that he had written of him. Bur 
• Llato who at that time was young , and loved 
Jintimachus becaufe he was an excellent Poet, 
did comfort him, and told him that ignorance 
did blinde the undemanding of the ignorant, 
as blindnede doth the light of the biinde. A • 
rift onus an excellent player of the Cythern, 
and one that lead fix times wan the Prizes of 
the Pythian Games, to win Lyjamkrs favour, 
promifed him , that if ever he wan the prize 
of his Art again , he would caufe himfelftobe 
proclaimed Lyfanderh (lave. This ambition 
of Lyfander was very odious and grievous, on* 
ly unto great perfons, and men of his eltate : 
but befides his ambition, in the end he be¬ 
came very proud and cruel , through the flat¬ 
teries of his followers, and them that courted 
him : fo that he exceeded in recompencinghis 
friends, asalfbin punifhing his enemies: For, 
togratifie his friends and familiars, he gave 
them abfolute power and authority of life and 

death 
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death in their Towns and Cities : and to pa- 
cififeandappeafe' his anger where he once ha¬ 
ted, there was no other way but death, with¬ 
out all poflibility of pardon;and that he plainly 
(hewed afterwards in the City of Miletimr.And 
therefore was Lucies a Lacedaemonian greatly 
commended for his faying, That Cjrcecc could 
notabideewo Lyfanders. Neverthelefle, die 
laced'amoniarts pafled over all other com* 

\ plaints exhibited again!! him , faving when 
they heard the complaints of Vbarnabazus 9 

I who purpofcly fent Ambafladours unto them* 
tocomplain of the wrongs and injuries Lypn- 
Jrrhad done him , fpoyling and deftroying 
theCountrey under his Government : Then 
the Efbori being offended with him, clapped 
' up Jborax in prifon , one of his friends and 
£ Captains that had ferved under him: and fin- 
■ ding that he had both Gold and filver in his 
i honfe contrary to the Law, put him to death. 
And to himfelf they fent immediately that 
which they call a Scytala, (as who would fay, ‘ 
i the fcrolj Written upon a round ftaffe ) com¬ 
manding him that he fhould return iiumedi- j 
ately upon the receipt thereof When this , 
Parchment fcroll was brought unto Lyfander , 1 
who was then in the Countrey of Hellefpont , 1 
! he was marvelloufly troubled withal 1, fea*- 
ring above all other things, the accufations of 
Vharnabazus: fo he fought means to fpeak with 
him before he departed , hoping thereby to 
wake his peace with him. When they were 
together , Lyfander prayed him he would 
write another Letter unto the Lords of Sparta 
i- T % contrary

When 
Lyfander came unto Sparta , he went as the 
manner is,ftraight to the Palace where the Se¬ 
nate is kept, and gave his Letters unto the £. | 
bores 9 thinking that by them he fhould have | 
een cleared from all danger of the greatelhc-1 
cufations they could have burdened him with- K 
all; becaufe that Pbarnabazus was very well 
thought on of the Lords of Laced&mom , for 
that he did ever (hew himfelf willing and ready 
to help them in all their Wars , more then 
any ot her of the Kings Lieutenants o fPerfu, 
The Efbori having read this Letter ,theylkw- 
ed it unto him. Then did Lyfander plainly fee, 
that the common Proverb is true .* 

Ulyfles was notjubtle alone , 
Thereupon he went home to his houfe mar* 
velloufly troubled : but within few days after 
returning to the Palace again to fpeak with the 
Lords of the Councel, he told them he mull

Lyfander having 
hardly obtained licenfe, took Ship and hoifed 
I fail: but during his abfence, the King.' of La- 
eehmm remembring that he kept all the Ci¬ 
ties at his commandment, by means of the 
friends he had in every City , whom he had 
1 made chief Governours of the fame , and that 
1 by their means he came in manner to be abfo- 
| lute Prince over all Greece , they took upon 
I them to re-deliver the Government of the 
I Towns and Cities again into the hands of the 
I People,and alfo to put down his friends whom 
| he had ftabliftied there. And hereupon fell 
| out great infurre&ion again 5 for firft of all, 
they that were baniftied Iron Athens, having 
furprized and taken the Caftle of Phyla, upon 
the fudden did fee upon the thirty Governors 
Tyrants (whom Lyfander had placed there) 
and overcame them in Bat el.

And th 
bavirg agreed the Athenians again one with 
another , and pacified all faftion and corv.ml 
tion among them, he plucked up the root of 
Lyfander s ambition. But Ihortly after the 4 
mntans rebelling again againft the Laced**, 
mans , ‘Taufatiim himfelf was reproved be- 
paiife lie yielded Co much to the boldnefleand 
infolency of the People, which were bridled 
and reftramed before by the authority of the 
ftr.ad number of the Governours: and to% 
contrary they gave Lyfander the honour to 
pe General, who ruled not in this rebellion 
to plea(e ! . nens »dndes, and to content them, 
neither with fond oftentation of glory, but fe- 
vei ely, for the profit and commodity of'Spv 
ia , c t» ne, he would give great wonk 
and was terrible to them that refilled him. As 
heanfweredthe Argives one day, who con¬ 
tended for their Confines with the Lmim> 
mans^ andTeemed to alledge the bell reafons: 
bveii they (laid he) that lhall prove the (Iron- 
ger hereby (Ihewiug them his fword) Iklibe 
pey chat lhall plead their caufe bell for their 
Coniines. . Another time, when a CMceawn 
iad to d Ins minde boldly enough in open 
Connce , he anlwered liini: Thy words (good 
timid) had need ofa City ; meaning thereby, 
f he was of too mean a Town to u(e fo 
f?. rc # words. And Co the Bmians alfo, who 

were 
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were in doubt to profefle themfel ves friends or 
enemies, he fent unto them , to know if he • 

(hould paffe through their Countrey with his 
[ pikes upwards or downwards. And when the 
l Corinthians alfo were revolted from their al- 
ji anc e, he brought his Army hard unto their 
walls ; but when he law his men were afraid, 

\ a nd made com tefie whether they Ihould go 
totheaffaultor not, by chance fpying a Hare 
coming out of the Town-ditches, he faid unto 
them, Are ye not ajhamed to be afraid to go and 
affault your Enemies , that are fo cowardly and 
flothfull 9 that Hares do keep their forms at eafe 
mthin the circuit of their walls? Whereupon A- - 
gtftlaus never gave Lyfander occafion to do any 
thing, neither did commit any matter of 
weight unto him, that might be honourable 
foe him: but which is world of all, if he per¬ 
ceived that he had taken any mens caufes in 
hand, and that he did favour them, he did 
always fend them back again into their Coun- 
trey, denying their fuit, without that they 
could obtain any thing they fued for, lefle 
then the meaneft perCons that could have 
come; extinguilhing Lyfander’s credit by lit¬ 
tle and little, and taking from him all autho¬ 
rity by this meanes. Wherefore, Lyfander 
perceiving how he was thus refilled and re je¬ 
tted in all things , feeing that the countenance 
and favour which he thought to (hew unto his 
friends, fell out hurtful unto them; left off to 
folicite their matters any more, and prayed 
them to forbear to come unto him , or to fol¬ 
low him > but to go to the King, and unto 
T 4 thole 
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him. When they heard that, many defilfc 
* to trouble him any more in matters ofimJ 
tance, but not to do him all the honour the. 
could , and continued ftill to accompany him 
.When he went out to walk, or othenvife t 
cxercife himfelf, the which did aggravate J 
increafe Agefilam anger more againft him, for 
the envy he bare unto his glory. And where 
he gave very honourable charge and eommif. 

lion in the Wars > oftentimes unto veiy mean 

Souldiers to execute, or Cities to govern; he 
appointed LyUnder Surveyor-general ofalhhe 
ordinary iProvifion of Viftuals , and diftribu. 
t . er 0 j. : ■ nc ^ then mocking the 1mm 
that did honour him fo much; Let them y 
an ^ honour my flejh-difhibuttt, 
Wherefore Lyfander feeing jt high time to 
fpeak, went to ^Ageftlaits y and told him in 
iew words after the Laconian manner; Truh 
ngelilaus, thou baft learned well to abaft tbj 
friends. Indeed^faid he again , fohave 7, den 
ibey mil be greater than my fdf: and to the 
contrary, they that maintain and encreafe my 
Honour and authority , it is reafon that I e- 
tteem of them. Yea marry, faid Ly/Wir.but 
perhaps! have not done as thou tayett, vet I 
pray thee give me fuch an Office, as I may b$ 
leaft hated, & moft profitable for thee, though 
it be but in refpeft of ftrangers eyes that look 
jtipon us both.

Whende hearing of Mithtidates his hun¬ 
dred thoufand Foot, ten thoufand Horfe* 
and ninety horfed Chariots, and innumerable 
Ships under Taxilles and Arcbilaus , Sylld 
to avoid the Famine, withdraws to a rifing 
ground in Bxotia with Hortenfius, and 1500O 
Foot, and 1500 Horfe , where the Enemy 
contemning their number , terribly aflaulted 
them , unt\U Sylla getting up a Fortreflfe 
hard by, and pafling the River %Afiw $ char- 
U ?- ged 
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ged the Barbarians on Mount Abdulins in the 
Rear, while the diftreffed Thurians charged 
upon a fignal given in the Front with that ter. 
rour, that they ran over hedge and ditched 
faxilles, Arcbelaus, with the whole Army be.

his Hoft at Tarentum , ( where 12000 were 
murdered in a herd ) (aid, He would not live 
alone, when bis whole Countrey wtv, perijhed. 

After thefe infinite cruelties, profcripcions, 
and (laughters, Sylla votes himfelf Di&ator 
for twenty eight years , perfwades Tompey to 
put off his own wife, that he might marry 
his wives daughter jkmilia , triumphs over 
Mithndates , declares himfelf the Father of 
his Conntrey, commanded that that year 
fhould be written happy— and fecure of his 
fortune, put offhis Authority, walked the 
ftreets as a private man , entertainedj the Ci¬ 
tizens fumptuoufly: and fpying handfome Va¬ 
leria, Meffalaus his daughter a firft wantonly 
courted, and then married her ; but having 
by company, feafting, drinking, and whoring, 
got a Confumption, he was weary of his life, 
and died at Vuteoli : and when moft refufed 
him the honour of a burial , Vempty buried 
him nobly : his Monument in Campus Marti * 
Hf hath this inteription; No friend ever over* 
came me witbkjndnejfe, no enemy with injury «

Have two fair Daughters behind me, whereof

When by his inrtru&ions ( as aforefaid ) to

The Sfirots having thus recovered theii

In the mean time the Great Tar^tranfports 
this Army into Europe by long marches,com- 
jted by fome to be 150000 fighting men 
fomt) 90000 horfe , and 60000 foot j o- 
thers reckon them but 120000 in all, deduft- 
^20000 horfe,and j oooo foot. 

In this Equipage he comes tobefiege Alba , 
wdother Cities, upon which he gained no¬ 
thing but the diminiftiing of his Forces; which 
fagh daily recruited by the new fupplyes 
which came to them, yet fo snouldred away, 
that the poor old Ottoman afhamed of the loft 
offomany of his men , was conftrained to re¬ 
treat, quit Epire , and in all hafte march a- 
wy 5 whileft Scanderbcg with all might and 
main purfued them 0 and gleaned up and de- 
ftroyed fuch a multitude, as the (Fame there¬ 
of made the Great Turkg at laft fo impatient, 
that he commanded the Baflhaw of Romania to 
iiy behinde with 30000 Horfe to fecure the 
(iferetreat of the refidue of the Army. But A- 
nnrath had (carce taken up his Quarters in his 
own Countrey , when news was brought him 
that Scanderbeg had laid fiege to Sfetigrade$ 
hereupon he determines to return by the 
be way he came , and fends Sebaliat to be- 
itge Croy , and he and his Son Mahomet in- 
«ded Epire about the end of April , and 
fame himfelf in perfbn before Croy , md held 

it 
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it befieged above four months, in which til 
a very great number of his Forces were J 
He endeavoured to batter it with thirty pi ec 
of Cannon, and otlier warlike InftrutneinJ 
and Engines, but could do little execution 
the place being very ftrong on all parts, m 
replenifhed with a lively fountain of watei 
within, and another in the fide of the hill b* 
hind a Rock. Nor muft 1 forget to tell you, 
that at the end of four months, a general af 
fault wasigivcn by theenemies, and maintain? 
ed fo furiotilly on each part, that lading h, 
five hours, four thoufand men remained deni 
upon the place ; although the lurk, power 
ftrength, and cunning, could not gain ^ 
place (as I havefaid ) but after all this,4 
faid City rather lifted up her head againftthi 
Ottoman fury cs Vitfrix. 

Nor will 1 derogate from Vranoconteu bin 
allow him all the honour due to his greil 
deferts : and as this Governor appointed b] 
Scanderbeg to command Crcye , was vigilant 
and dexterous to oppofe Amurath ■ fohii 
Prince was not afleep in creating otlier cm 
ploy ment for his Forces elfewhere; for as Oi 
toman had given a very hot Alarm, Scandto 
beg with a party of his choice Horfe falls fo de- 
fperately upon the Enemies Tetirs at the liege, 
as that Amuratb could not at that time com- 
defigns, nor take the pi ice, although 
he dilpatchtaway Seremet with four thoufand 
Horfe to repulfe Scatiderbeg ; and Maborni 
hkewife, though in vain, purfued him withal 
pollible fpeed, conceiving fo great a hatredi- 

gain! 
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as that after the death of his fa¬ 
ct, be abated nothing of his pernicious and 
lilaffeftion towards him. 

And though death prevented the malicious 
digits o [Jdmurath, yet it could not make 
l,ulceration in the heart of his Son Maho- 
dthe fecond ( and noc the firft» as by a mi- 
ikeitflipped fome hands) who took Con- 
i inpit > and was thereby the more enra- 
agaioft the Chriftians chan before, How- 
the (late of affairs at this time fo ditlra- 
Ibira > that be was contained to fend 
ibiffadors to defire a Truce , which was 
:d him, and an anfwer was returned to 
up the Deputy , who was fenc to con- 
ds the Peace, that he fliould be gone pre- 
itlytas for C aft not, he would not make 
)¥ peace or agreemenc with che Infidel» un- 
lebereftored thofe Cities which Amur at h 
idunjuftly ufurped. In the mean time Ma- 
m retires , and was a long time before he 
ildfettle himfelf in his Fathers Dominions,

W much harm* And Sctnderbeg being wil- 
igto have an Heir to fucceed him ( and be- 
g thereunto requeued by his Subjeas ) cook

toghter of Prince Aranitb Conyno , called 
with whom he could not live Ion** 
quiet: For fo foon as this new Turke was 
tied in his Fathers Throne > he began to 
reaten Ctftriot our Chriftian Prince > being 
Kable to endure he fhould have fuch Do- 
over Crojo and the reft oiEpin.

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did J here intend to have fee down the «1 
tak.ng Of Scantier beg toallift Fcrdi„„„^ 
fon oiMjbonfo King of Naples , had not 
f-veral Hiuonans vyho have written therea 
omitted how he did redeem this poor Kin. 
who was reduced to that milery andnonS 

as that he was imprifoned in the Town off

»Ur thoufand, encountered him in fo oppor- 
Ijineaplace, that he foon vanquifh’dthem :

clemency : whofe fpeech took fo well’ ff j ( 
Scanderbeg , that he pardoned them all, an 
gave them their lives, paying ioooo Ducal 
for his own , and 4000 Ducats for the ran 
fom of the reft; which was performed accoj 
d,n gty. I know many have accufed S*mk 
beg for being fo eafily perfwaded by the Twl 
and blame him that he knew not how to uf 
hli advantage againft the Sfetigradiam , wl 
indeed furprized him at that time.

comely ftature. Of moft amiable vifogc, 
that alfo Majeftical by his bright and fhimn 
eyes. Wherein alfo ( as he would have me 
believe) was feated a kind of Divine vigour 
and he joyed much , if a man looking wifth 
upon him, held down his face as it wereao a | n j 
the brightness of the Sun •, therefore a certaii 
Soldier turning away his eyes from beholdini 
his fac<2, and he demanding the reafon whyh 
did fo, he anfwered j §>uia fulmen oculom 
tuorumferre non poffum. He made his Mother 
Funeral-Oration at twelve, and had a Soldier 
Prefent from his Uncle at fixteen : he ftudiet 
at Apollonia till 23. when Theogenn caft hi 
Nativity. 

His hair was fomewhat yellow, and his bo 
dy freckled with fpots, which his Hacteren 
would have the world believe were in fortr 
like Sars. Many that came to kill him,were dij 
verted by the very fight of him. 

He was indeed fomewhat low 3 neverthelefi 
of a comely ftature, five foot and nine inched, 
the juft meafure (faith one) of our late famou 
Queen Elizabeth , who as (lie matched tha 
Roman Emperor in happinefs, and duration 0 
Reign, fo did fhe likewife in the ftature ofhei 
body, Cities were called Cafarea in honour0 
him. He as heir to Julius , againft his Mother 
advice , took upon him the government wit! 
Antony and Lepidus firft, and then with Mo- 
uy , and at laft alone, marrying to the heft Fa«

He made not war upon any people without

He deemed nothing lefs befeeming a perfeft 
and accompliflhed Captain than temerity,or 
rafihnefle 5 ufing this fpecch, That if done f m 
cnoughy which if done well enough. 

He was fo exceedingly delighted with that 
proverbial faying, Fedina lente , that he would 
not onely ufe it frequently in his daily Collo¬ 
quies , but would infert it often in his Fpiftles, 
admonishing by thefe two words, Ik at to ejftf 
any enterprize , both the fpeedinejfe of/ndujb y, 
and the flownefieof Diligence fhould concur. 

The City being not adorned according to 
the Majefty of fuch an Empire, and Cubjeft to 
the cafualties of Deluges and Fires, he beau¬ 
tified and fet out fo,as juftly he made his boad, 
That whereof he found it built of Bricky he left 
it all of Mar hie. He had a ready, fluent, and 
eloquent fpcech , fuch as well became a 
Prince. 

Seeing upon a time a number of Citizens 
clad in black, afiembled to hear a pnblidi 

:: *' ' ! fpeecli, 
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tech > he with great indignation cryed out* 
fold, the Romans , Lords of all the world 9 
d\ong m roh y d Nation . 

He never recommended his fons unto the 
eople, but with this claufe added thereto, Jf 

tyfkall deferve. 

Hegave charge to the Prnors of Rowe, not 
pfuffer his name to be worn threadbare. 

He would never lye awake in the dark with- 
ootone fitting by his bed-fide, 

Microhm writes of him, that he carried 
fechaii entire and Fatherly affe&ion to the 
Common-wealth, that he called it FilUm fu- 
his own Daughter; and therefore refufed 
to be called Dominus , the Lord or Matter of 
iljCountrey v and would onely be called Fa - 
itrfdtridy the Father of his Countrey, be- 
flufe he governed not per timorem , fed per a- 
mrtnr, not by fear, but by love. 

He would not lightly depart forth of the 
City, or any Town, norenter into any place 
totinthe Evening, or by Night, for difquiet- 
«{any perfon in doing him homage by way of 
dutiful attendance.

He would not fodainly entertain any J eanl . 
of fi icndfliip with any , hut was a conftan 
friend to thofe he loved.

When he gave commandment to take tri 
bnte of the Jervcs , he would not fuflfoitt 
be taken from .them on their Sabbath, bu 
caufed them to delay it till the next day. 

He dept but upon a low bed , and thefame 
but meanly fpread 3 and laid with coverlets. 
He feldom wore any apparel but houfwives 
eloath, made within the honfe by his Wife,his 
Sifter, and Daughter. He loved women and 
play ; his hours for meat were uncertain, his 
feafts noble. 

He was a man of very little meat, and fed 
for the moft part on cheat bread and finally 
flies; he fleptonely in the day. 

He caufed the bones of 7 halm ( who had 
opened a Letter committed to his truft ) to be 
broken, to £he terrour offuch untrufty Atten¬ 
dants*

He took great care of his pronunciation, info- 
much that he had about him always a man to 
frame his voyce $ he was the firft Orator that 
penned his Speech, or fpoke by an Herald: his 
fpeech was as well couched as his life. 

It was elegantly (aid of him , I hate alike & 
parting from the mean, hotb Antiquaries , and 
iftttors of Novelties, 

He did not fo much obferve Orthography» 

[i the form and precife rule of writing fet 
down by Grammarians, but feemed to follow 
their opinion > who think men (honld write 
according as they fpeak. 

He could not away fo much as with the 
Winter Sun-fhine, and therefore at home he 
never walked up and down in the Air without 
ibroad-brim’dhat upon his head. 

In general Salutations he admitted the very 
Commons,entertaining the fuits and defires of 
ill comers with fo great humanity , as that 
he rebuked one of them mGrrily , becaufe in 
reaching unto him a fupplication, he diditfo 
timoroufly, as if he had been reaching meat to 
jn Elephant. 

He won the Soldiers with gifts, the people 
with provifion of viftuals, and all with the 
fiveetnefs of reft and peace. 

He Laid of Tiberius, Q unhappy people of

jawes! By this enigmatical Speech he comi 
red the date: of the people o(R. me (ll)t0 ^ 
m'ferable cafe of one, whom fome ravage £ 
cruel beaft hath gotten between his teeth 2 
devour.ng and difpatching him at once’ but 
there holdeth and cheweth him a lone white !

He was fo much afraid of Thunder and 
Lightning , that he ever carried about with 
h.m for a prefervative remedy a Seal-skin ;yea, 
and whenfoever he fufpeaed there would be 
any extraordinary dorm or temped, he would 
retire himfe f into a clofe feeret room under 
ground, and vaulted above head*

A certain Coimtrey-n.an am 
to Rome , who did much referable him in out 
ward feature , infomuch that all mens eye 
were caft upon him; and Augujh,, hearing o 
it, raiilc,1 him to be brought before him 
asking him this queflion, Whether huMoik 
had ever been at Rome? the young man an 
fwered No, but hit Father had oftentimes, 

. «e "Ming between Virgil and Horace, be 
mg asked by one what he did ? anfwered , Stile 
inter fufpma & Uchrjims ; per fuffiria bltli 
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put Virgiliumfufpirabundum, & per lachrymat

He hearing that a certain Gentleman of 
hm ( who was deeply indebted ) did fleep 
jnoft fecurely, defired to buy the Bed where¬ 
upon he refted; it Teeming a matter of much 
marvel to him, that one fallen into fo deep ar- 
rerages could take his reft fb well. 

When a Soldier bragged too much of a 
greacicar in his forehead, he asked him if he 
did not get it when he looked back as he fled. 

He wrote a Tragedy called A)ax , which 
afterwards (becaufe it difpleafed him) he 
Wotted out with a fpunge. Therefore when 
Lucias a writer of Tragedies, asked him what 
™ 4 jax did > C/jar very wittily anfwered, 
hjpottgtam incuhuit , alluding to the argu¬ 
ment of the Fable 5 in which Ajax , when he 
new what things he had fpoken and done in 
flismadneft, lying upon his fword, kill’d him- 
lel. Behdes the pretty allufion unto the fa¬ 
bulous Hiftory of Ajax , Torremiur hath ob- 
fervedin the word Sfongia a double fignifica- 
t ion>viz. a Spunge called deletiUs, which Wri¬ 
ters had at hand , either to wipe and wath out 
what mifliked them, or to blur and 6Jot the 
tone i whereupon Martial faith of it, Vtilcs 
itequoties feripta novare voles : and alfo a 
word , which addeth the better grace unto 
[, COr »ceit, confidering that A)a x fell upon 
ms own fword. 

Having conquered his Enemy,and returning 
home victorious, amongft others that came to 
congratulate his happy conqueft, there was

one holding a Crow, which he hadtau;-htto 
(ty > Avt CgfaT, Vtt}°r f Imperator: Godfaye 
the Emperour and Conquerour. He wonder, 
log to fee the Bird fo officious, gave am, 
fum of money for him. His fellow workman 
to whom none of that liberality came, a ffi rm : 
ed that he had at home another Crow for C*4 
far , which he intreated he might bring ; bo 
ing brought, he expected the words which he 
had learned, Ave vittor , Imperator Antony. The 
Emperor being nothing provoked therewith; 
thought »t fufficient to bid him divide the do¬ 
native with the other. Being faluted likewife 
. oi a Parret, he caufed him to be bought. This 
example allured a poor Cobler to try who 
ther lie could teach a Crow to ufe the like fa. 
lutatiotr* but he being at grfcic expenees in 
vain, was wont often to fay, Opera & imenh 
fmit , All my pains and charge is loft: but at 
the lalt the Crow began to utter the fame fato- 
tauon •, which Augujlus once hearing as he paf- 
fed by, he anfwcrcd, Satis domifalmtom 
homT ^ €0 > 1 have fitch faluters enough# 

The Crow remembred to add that which 
he had! heard his Matter complaining, fat 
Opera & imptnfa periit ; at which Cafar laugh, 
ed, and gave more for him than any of the reft 
that he had bought. 

He wrote a bitter Satyre againft a Poet, but 
he wiped his lips, and replyed not, faying.

dacious boldnefle: but Suetonius fee ms to be

(DBchafhamedof her, 8c that once he thought 
to put her to death. And when a freed wo¬ 
man of his named Phoebe , one that was privy 
to Julia's lewdnefle , knit her own neck in a 
Wrer, and fo ended her days, he gave it our, 
Ikt he wifhed with all his heart he had been 
Phoebe’* Father « 

Out of great indignation againft his two 
Daughters,and ? oft humus Agrippa his Grand¬ 
ad, whereof the firft two were infamous, 
tod the lift otherwife unworthy , he would 
fl?, that they were not his feedy but fome impo- 
fiffme broken from him; and he ufed this verfe

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He was almott peerlefs in his Government' 
yet there are to be found foimny misfortunes 
in his life , that a man cannot eafily difcetn 
whether he was more mii'erable , 0[ mor( 
happy. 

So often as he heard of a man that hadj 
quick pafftge with little ienfe of grief, he wiJ 
flied for himfelf and his fuch Euthanafy, fiJ 
an eafie death. He being at the point to dye I 
thus addretfed himfelf; called for his Looking 
glafs, commanded to have his hair and heard 
combed, his riveled cheeks fmoothed up. then 
asking his friends if he had a&ed his part well;

him being dead, by confecrating Temples to 
him at Rome> and in other famous Cities; and

He was of a mean and low ftature ; he had 
feeble feet, and crooked flunks. He wore by 
reafon of bis thin hair a Perruclc, or conn 
tcrfeic cap offalfe hair, fo fitted and foiled 
to his head, that any man would have taken 
it for his own. He was wont to fliave and 
befmear his face all over with foaked bread* 
this bread was made of bean and Rtcc.flour! 
of the fined Wheat alfo ; a depilatory to fop 
hair from growing , efpecially being wet and 
foaked in fome juyee or liquor appropriate 
thereto, as the blood of Bats, Frog ? , or the 
Tunie-fifh ; which device he took to at firft, 
when the down begun to bud forth , bccauie 
he would never have a beard. 

fie was of a noble houfe, but ever °iven 
50 fenfuality and pleafure from his Cradle ; 
infomuch as his Father fwinged him, and 
that foundly for it. He ufed night-walking 
and as he met any one either feeble or cup- 
fhotten, he would catch hold of him, lay him 
upon a Soldier’s Gabardine, and fo toffs aad 
h oi A him up in the air. 

He fpent his tender years without regard 
of his honour, his jomh afterwards in all dif-

He repaired often to his Glafs to fee hi? 
face^ that he might keep it clean.

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Hcwas one of Nero's chief Minions and 
ivouriccs, fuch was the congruence of their 
ninoursand difpofitions. 

Hewas in grace with Nero through emu- 
itionof vice. 

He was privy and party to all his Counfels 
Bidfecretdefigns* to avert all manner of fu¬ 
sion , that very day which Nero had ap¬ 
pointed for the murthcring of his Mother, he 
entertained them both at fupper with moft 
nquifite Dainties > and the kindeft welcome 
it might be. 

He fubferibed Nero's name unto his Letters 
Patents, till the Noble-men of Romo mifliked 
it, yea, and was called Nero himfclfi 
He ft rove by gifts, and all other means to 
%«the Soldiers unto him before he wa* 
Emperor, and to win their hearts by fair pro- 
mifes • he procefted before them allaffembled 
together, that himfelf would have and hold 
(totnore chan juA that which they would leave 
for him. One calleth him the Roman Atyk- 
to. He worftiipped the people, difpenfed 
frequently his courtefies and plaufibilities, 
crouched and accompanied himfelf tothebt- 
M Routs, that thereby he might creep into 
inufurped honour: And fo he did afterwards, 
living the eighty Senators lives that fupped 
wth him ( whom the Soldiers would have 
Men upon, faying, They had all his enemies 
iftther ) with tears and gifre.-- When Cri¬ 
st 1 * went out with his Commiflion, he gave 
12 Jo Drachmes a man. The Soldiers onely 
Mled him, becaufe he truAed none elfe> 

therefore 
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therefore they cried to Celfets, Gttllm > 
rt*, and Paul,mm their Captains, iliac th’J 
would have no Commander but the Emoer 
our. ' p i 

. All of them together put up a Petition 
him. and befoughc him to command their 
perfons, whilelt they had but one drop of 
blood left in their bodies to do him fervice 
But amongft others, there was a poor folfe 
drawing out his fword, faid unto him , Km 
O Caefar » that all my Companions are deter¬ 
mined to dye in this fore for thee ; and fo fl e „ 
himfelf. 

A man in profperity uncertainly carried, 
and governing himfelf in adverfity. 

At the fame cime that he was created Em- 
perour in the City of Rowe, Fttelliut was pro 
claimed Emperour in Germany. 

Two of all mortal men the moft deteftible 
creatures in flothfulnelfe, incontinency, and 
wailful life, fatally elefted to ruinc the Em- 
pire 5 of the one fide, anilltninde in armnof 
nothing; and of the other, an ill minde joyn 
cd with courage and edge. 

The drowfie pleafures of Viulllm were 
feared lefle then the burning lulls of Oth 
Vitellius in excefle of Bellyrchear was an ene- 
rny to himfelf $ Otho in riot , cruelty % audi- 
cioufnefle, reputed more dangerous to the 
State. 

It was hard to judge which of them two 
was more licentioufly given * mod effemi 
rtate, Ieaft skilful, poorer,or moft indebted,be 
fore he was Emperour. A great and miferable

Ac that time the image of Vi&ory in the 
Capitol let loole the reins of her Horfes, and

He was civill to 
tfero’j friend Vefpajian , whom he made Go- 
vernour m his abfence; nor was he cruel to 
fitcllius his j as Dol$belU> &c. whom he one- 
ly removed and fecured. Vitellm his Armv 
#«more experr, and better trained, but dif- 
obedient; and Otho's Praetorian bands more 
foftand effeminate, but fubmiffive,efpecially 
alien Vitell'ms hit Soldiers reviled them at 
placenta for Stage-players, until they pray¬ 
'd to Spurina command them to any pains or 
dinger, which they undertook with fuccefs to 
five that moft flourifliing City of Italy. VI- 
teKni bis Captains difpleafed the foldier* 
mtb.thetr Gauls Veftmencs and manners, and 
/ pleafedthem with their Italian Garb 
tad complaifance : Otho's Commanders were 
day d and wary, vitellm hisralh and hea¬ 
dy, ever and anon caught in a Ambafcadoes, * zfpttiaUy 
ffld b accufed of evil pra&ices.

He thought it a part of dafardy to fpeak too 
much of death. 

When he faw his fide the weaker,and going 
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to the walls,be counfelled his Soldiers to pro* 
vide for their fafecy , by hying them to the 
Winner, 

After he loft the Battel at Bebriacum became 
he would not ftay for the reft of his Army at 
Myfi* > and becaufe his Soldiers were too 
hafty ; he (lew himfelf with his own hands, but 
flepc fo foundly the night before, that the 
Grooms of his Chamber heard him fnort. 

Many of his Soldiers who were prefenc a- 
bout him* when with plentiful tears they had 
kifled his hands and feet as he lay dead, and 
commended him withal for a moft valiant 
man, and the onely Emperoufl that ever was; 
prefently in the place , and not far from the 
Funeral-fire killed themfelves. Many of them 
alfo who were abfent, hearing of the news of 
his end, for very grief of heart ran with theic 
weapons one at another to death, 

Moft men who in his life-time cutfed and 
detefted him,when he was dead highly praifed 
him: fo as it was a common and rife fpeech, 
that Galb 4 was by him (lain, not fo much for 
that he affe&ed to be Soveraign Ruler, as be¬ 
caufe he defired to recover the ftatc of the Re¬ 
public^ and the freedom that was loft. 

He died but 37 years old,faith Plutarch 38 
fay Eutrofius and Suetoniust and was Emper- 
our but three months, Plutarch ; three months 
and five days, Tertstfliam 5 four months, Ah - 
rtlitts Vinor. He dyed in the 59 day of his 
Empire* faith gHtrofiys; faith Suit wins.

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E Vagdras had his beginning from the moft 
noble half gods, that is, from thofe 
that were begotten of Jupiter. For 
£ tens born of Jove ( whence that Family de¬ 
rives it’s name) begot Ttlamon 2nd PeUus. 
One whereof was a Soldier under Hercules , 
and thereby procured himfelf much honour, 
*VtUus amongft other exploits fought fo cou- 
ragioufly againft the Centaurs , that Afereus 
gave him his Dauehtcr Thetis to marriage for 
a reward of his Viftory. A)ax *nd fencer arc 
born of Telamon , and Pelem of AMhJ but 
Achilles was far more eminent then all, thougn 


licit, l5 sj. 
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next him y4jax overcame the reft with eaft 
ForallthisTf «ccr was not look’d upon as one 

bafely born, or in any thing inferiour to the 
raft. For when Troy was deftroyed and over- 
whelmed, he fought the I fttCypm, where 
he built a City, and called it after his own 
Countreys name t 5 j/ tfw «.Thofethat truly de- 
feended from him by a direft line.ftill obtained 
the Kingdom by inheritance, until at laft a cer- 
tain man o tPbxnicia fayling into Cyprus , 
received into favour and dignity by hi* that 
then enjoyed the Kingdom : but thi» man fil'd 
with Ingratitude, and forgetting the kiiidnefs 
done to him, throweth out his Patron . and 
ufnrpeth the Kingdom ; in the time ofwhofe 
eigu Eva^orai was born. Concerning whofe 
birth, all Divinations and Oracles I fhall wave 
at prefent, not that I defire there fliould hi 
no credit given unto them, but that my unwil- 
lingnefs to fugn any thing of him may there- 
by appear ; forafinuch as arty thing of that na- 
, whlch ,» wo « h ‘he noting, I ft,all deliver 
n fi ence. When he was a Childe,he was beau- 
ti al and comely, withal ftrongand continent: 
but when become a man, he added fortitude, 
wifdome and juftice to his youthly difpofition. 
Neither was he thus vertuous after an ordina¬ 
ry manner, but was therein fo egregioufiy e- 
minent, that thole that then bare fway, won¬ 
dering at lus vertues and noblenefle of fpirit, 
were not, lut e afraid of the pregnant hone 
o us Principality. For they were verily per- 
iwaded, i hat a man endowed with his parts 
and ingenious difpofitions, could never be 

contented 
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Rented with a private-life : Yet they had 
fcch confidence in his fweet behaviour, and 
tood conditions > that they could not believe 
that he would ever rife up againft them. 

Neither were they deceived in their hopes; 
becaufe God had fuch an eye to his good- 
nefle > that he obtained with eafe the Kingly 
Ignity without any hurt at all. For when a 
certain great man in the City hugely ddirous 
toufurp* had kill’d the King, he thought that 
lie could hardly miffe of the Kingdom* if Ev*~ 
[arts did not ftand in his way , and therefore 
fought opportunity to take his life after the 
jane manner; who to avoid his plot, fled 
into Sicily, 

Neither was he ( as ufually banifhedmen 
ire) daunted in fpirit, but retained fo much 
of his magnanimity, that he upon no hand 
thought to live without the enjoyment of the 
Kingdom: yet he thought it a bale and igno¬ 
minious thing to implore the help of his fel- 
low-Exiles to the revenge of this Crime* 
though never fo hainous. 

Therefore having procured no more then 
fifty men,he was refolved cither to lofe his 
life, or enjoy his Kingdom ; whereupon fee¬ 
ing thofe Aflociates of his bearing fuch an 
rfe&ton towards him, and ready to perform 
illhiscommands,he prefently judgeth hirnfelf 
tobe mightier then the enemy. So-coming 
intothe Ifle oi Cyprus, marcheth into the Ci¬ 
ty by night, and prefently breaketh it) vio¬ 
lently into the Court, whereupon a great 
Tumult was raifed ; and although he fought 

alone 
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alone againft many > and with few again!! all 
yet never gave over till he revenged himfel 
of the Tyrant and his enemies; and having 
enjoyed the Principality of the City, refto! 
red to his kindred their former honours Hid 
he done nothing that is honourable, befides 
what is now made manifeft , no King or Ty. 
rant ever gain'd a Kingdome with more jj. 
llice and honour. There are fome who admire 
Cyrm 5 who with the ferfun Army overcame 
the Medes , and took their Kingdome: but 
he confident of his valour and nobleneffeol 
fpirit, hazarding all dangers (which Cjm 
never durfi undergo) came off always Con- 
querour: And while he raanageth all his acti¬ 
ons with piety j and juftly flayes his enemies 
Cyrus atchieveth ail maner of mifchicfjfo th« 
whofoever compares both their valours toge¬ 
ther , fhall finde Evagora* worthy of greater 
praife. For if we lay afide all envy and par¬ 
tiality * we fhall judge and confeffe that a 
man never obtained a Kingdom with more ju- 
fiice and piety. Therefore if there is any 
thing amongft divine or humane more ancient 
then the Kingdom * who is to be compared 
with Ev agorae , which gained & Kingdom with 
fo much credit ? Who is a Rhetorician there¬ 
fore, or a Poet, or a great Difcourfer, be 
(hall finde his (file and language worthy ot all 
noble a&s ? He excel’d in wifdome by nature, 
ftill adding to its growth by art; never thought 
it fit to do any thing rafhly, or without con* 
fiderablc premeditation ; for he faid ? ‘that 
all things were well* if {he K 'wgdmc might h 

governed 
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iitrued by a well-advifed foul. For they ne- 
rhadcaufe to repent 3 by whofe diligence 
lthin°s did thrive. Therefore in well-for¬ 
cing a in managing his bufineffe with 
udeftce , he brought about all a&ions into 
chripeneHe and maturity , that he fo won 
-jhimfelfthe heart of every one of the Cici- 
4 s, that nfcither right nor wrong could per- 
ladethem to a bad opinion oi him > or keep 
jicm from rhe divulgation of his praife. He 
as one who had no refpe6i to perfons, but 
’eddiferetion in punififing according to the 
itureof the crime. Seeing therefore him go- 
trning with no. lefs jufiice then piety, firan- 
rsreferring themfelves unto him, appeafed 
asfoonasthe Citizens themfelves. Neir 
r could any one fay that ever he wronged 
maftjbuc after jufiexamination, exercifed 
Igemenc upon Delinquents, encouraging 
jfe that did well with gifts. When any poor, 
iinftood in need of a Counfel, he performed 
towards all with righteoufnefie and judge- 
:nt. He was of fuch a good nature , that he 
t oriely willingly fuffered himfelf to be o» 
rcome by bis friends, but likewife overcame 
tisfoes. Reverence was given him, notbe- 
mfe of his rigid countenance , but becaufe 
r his good life and Majeftick behaviour. 

.He never ftained bis credit, or broke his 
romife: and befides, he was not wont to gIo» 
iy in his fortunes > but would rather take de¬ 
light in what his goodneffe and valour had 
procured him. Some he received into favour,

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our of his own free will,and others he brought 
to o eyiance by his magnanimity and courage, 
He was never known to be feared becaufe°oJ 
his cruelty, neither was he fo fubjeft r 0 his 
paliions, but over-ruled his appetite with dif- 
cretion. He was mod patient to labour] 
though very defirou- of due and lawful recr&j 
acion. He was not in the lead below the va^ 
lour of a King, and not oncly glorious a 
home.bur abroad alfo. He brought decent an 
civil cuftoms into the City, which before vva 
poilured with too many and fuperl(itions Ce¬ 
remonies. He fo walled the City about, am 
honoured it with a Port, and made it f< 
ftrong, even beyond the ability of any Cn 
clan City to vanquifh *, that that which at firl 
feem’d fo bafe and contemptible by all, mighi 
be the terrour of the whole world. Woreo 
ver he did all things with fo much comidera 
non, that it was a great doubt, whether h 
reigned with more judice than circurofpe6li 
on. Therefore who is able to finde a Lan¬ 
guage fit for the exprelTion of thefe Exploits 
For there can be no fmall conceit of his gooi 
behaviour and fanclity , when fo many of th 
Crucians, eminent for goodnetfe and learn 
ing, came over to Cyprus, not onely to viev 
his good culiomesjbut alfo that they might fe 
before them his junicious way of governin' 
Ins Kingdom, for imitation. One whereo 
I’ll prefer before all, which is Cotton , wh 
becaufe of the eminency of his venue* fome 
times governed the Grecians ; and going t< 
Evagoras, did not blufh to give himeounfe 

ii 
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the calamities of his Cicy ; wnich he not 
ely then excellently brought about to the 
’themans> but divers times aftet to the Gr<e- 
For at that time the Athenians obeyed 
Lacedemonian government 5 and they 
iispuflfedup with pride, purpofed to them- 
Ives all Afta : buc Evagoras and Conon tran¬ 
suded all other Governors both in counfell 
ttd confidence, having dilcomfired the L a- 
Atmoniansy the Grecians and Athenians, by 
Pleading of the one, and the aid of the o< 
er, are rdtorej into the greated part of all 
dr former glory : whereupon the Athenians 
ot forgetting fuch a courcefie, fee up two 
«nes in memory of them both. A little af- 
hCyrus confidering, and poyfing Evage- 
»his excellency and valour in point of that 
iVar, feared him as one molt fortunate and 
evincible. Neverthelefs having procured a 
'avy, fiercely and violently breaks into Cy» 
w. But Evagoras, though weaker by & 
'eacdeal, yet fo brought it about with pru¬ 
nes and policy, that he was more admired 
this, than in all the red of his manage¬ 
rs. While he was lefc alone, he was con¬ 
ned with his own ; buc being forced ro 
ar, there (food but little between him and 
; enjoyment of the whole world together 
ith Cyrus* He dedroyed Phoenicia, invaded 
K) and made Sicily revolt from cheic 
tug. What will you have more ? he fo over- 
helmed the Verfians, that in deploring their 
tvti calamities, they were put in minde of 
is valour; For all thefe noble Exploits a- 
A a a ?, mongd 
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mongrt the Lacedemonians for three years 
fpace j yet the conqueft of Salamin with his 
fifty fellows is far more honourable ; which 
Ciry Artaxerxes could not overcome before 
with all his wealth. But what means (hall w c 
life whereby Evagoras his excellency may 
(bine forth, but by declaring ihe lomany 
thoufand perils he pur hitnfelf to ? If Writers 
who fo extol’d (6 ne of the Grecian Heroe 
for the conqueft ot one Ci f y , fhould write 
his praife, without violation to truc-i they 
fhould finde him to go very far beyond th 
all. For, though he was Governou; b,n of • 
Ciry, lie was not daunted to wage wir again! 
all Aft* m And to fay the truth , who ever di 
bear fuch chances,and undergo fuchdangers 
What private man ever fo religion fly dillhro 
ned a Tyrant as he did s > and fo manfully an 
ftrenuoufly reftoredhis own Family incothei 
own glory and former honour ? Who but h 
could make a barbarous, weak, and rneanCi 
ty * civil, warlike, and full of glory ? He fore 
venged the injury of the rcje&ed King, tha 
the memory hereofis like to be talked ofutit 
all ages. He fo excelled all other Gover 
nours in that War again!! Cnidos , that afte 
it was done, they all defired with one con 
fent he might be head of all Afia But in fhorr] 
hecaufedthe Lacedemonians , driving forth; 
Empire of AJia , to he in danger about thei 
own very foil. He reftored the Grecians* an 
fo increafed the ftrength of the Athenians* tha 
in a fhort while they might be (honger the 
ithofe to whom at hr ft they made obeyto 

VVhcnc 
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Whence, if we well confider the weight of the 
War, and the preparation againft the Laeede - 
tubmans* and how the Kingdom was obtained. 
Hid the great wifdome that difpofed all chefe 
things, we (hall make a (land to judge which 
of .chefe is. the greater: So that, if a man 
ever was gifted with inmortality , we (hall 
think Evagoras worrhy oftuch a great re* 
ward. Wliereas many of the half-gods were 
molefted with troubles, hewasnoconely ad¬ 
mirable in his beginning, but Hill lfood found 
io his goodnefle : For coming from fuch a no¬ 
ble Stock, he Hill remained worthy thereof to 
his Pofterity, being fo cranfcendently and ex¬ 
cellently endowed with the parts both of body 
and foi l. 

Lattly, in his Hill commendable old age, he 
did not know by experience the fickneffes as 
that Nation ufually did j neverthelefs yielding 
to nature’s fatal Hroke, he left many children 
endowed with feveral vermes, as well as fa¬ 
mous names; he left one Emperor, and the ci¬ 
ther King, and in like manner left his daugh¬ 
ters in the honour and Ma jelly ofQueens. 
Therefore if ever any one was to be exrolled 
by a Poet, this deferves to be placed amongft 
the immortal gods, or at leaft amongft their

S ENECA the youngeft of three bro¬ 
thers , his rich, but private Father, 
( the 2 6 by fucceflion of the Atm*™ Pa- 
mily ) brought up to his own ftudies of Philo 
fophy and Eloquence, firft at a Corduba their 
birth-place, and then at Rome, where they 
were firft Students , and then Prifoncrs j at 
what ti ne Liberiw his tyranny and his Sc jams 
put the Empire into a diforder , and Spain to 
a Rebellion: — Qieius T>omitius that took 
our Seneca entertained him as his friend, and 
not as his priloner , perfwading him with 
arguments of advantage toftay at Heme , ra¬ 
ther than compelling him with thofe o (force, at 
once to advance their Studies and themfelves. 
Ssneea and his Nephew Lucan are contented 
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10 hear Tompontus Mar villus^ Julius Higinus, 

Ctjtiftf and Afnius Galius for Rhetorick, and 
facio Alexandrinus , Fhotwusj See. for Philo- 
j^phy.
